Yours of the 16th received. I was very symmathetia to 
your request to obtain one of the Boone neckerchief slides until 
I turned over your page and read your statement that the Boone 
"D and 3 1935 small 1934 was denied the Society althouch our 
subscription was in very soon after we received notice of that 
issue to be struck." 


There have been a lot of unfair complaints at not re~ 
ceiving the 1935-34 D and 3 coins--invariably from those who di 
not order the coins when they were on sale--but yours is the first 
received from one who DID get them. As I happen to have a pretty 
good memory, I recalled at once, upon receipt of your letter, the 
fact that TWO pairs of these coins had been sent to the Society 
and that, when the demand made it necessary to cut all orders to 
one pair, I wrote the Society asking to be allowed to refund for 
one pair and have them return it to me. In reply they stated 
(January 31, 1936) that they had presented the extra pair to the 
Royal Numismatic Society in Sweden, of which I was very proud and 
wrote them accordingly, cahoeling my request. 


Your letter is one of many that probably have contributed 
to unfair criticism of those issues, culminating very recently in 
an address in the House at Washington every paragraph of which was 
erroneous and which finally brought a published statement from us 
showing, paragraph by paragraph, the worst misstatements that have 
been made about anything that ever has come to my attention. 
can now readily see why a Congressman micht be led to believe that 
he had something on which to build an address of criticism, if he 
should receive a letter similar to the one you wrote me with such 
a direct misstatement, completely at odds with the record.
